Some modification of the 
proposed plan has been found 
hecessary, but an estimate of 
the cost is around £7000. With 
money .in hand, including a 
generous donation from the 
council, the amount still out- 
standing is in the vicinity 
of £3000. The committee is 
now appealing for contribu- 
tions. We commend this ap- 
peal. We trust that the sym- 
pathy and understanding of 
our citizens will be translated 
into practical aid.

PUBLIC TELEPHONES 


The Postmaster General's 
Department has advised Al- 
tona Shire Council of three 
new public telephones to be 
installed in Altona, 

It is .anticipated that one 
will be installed at the corner 
of Civic Parade and Webb 
Street in approximately three 
months.

“Every Easter road ac- 
cidénts impose a shocking 
toll of death and injury 
on the citizens of Vic- 
toria,” said Mr. A. J. 
Collocott, President, Vic- 
torian Division, National 
Safety Council of Aus- 
tralia. 

Last year 24 people 
were killed and 525 in- 
jured on Victorian roads 
during the six short days 
of Easter. This year 34 
were killed in seven days. 





He said that while the num- 
ber of accidents may vary the 
pattern of responsibility re- 
mains constant. Drivers are 
responsible for about 60% of 
our road fatalities and in 
many instances for their own 
deaths. 

“Pedestrians are not al- 
ways the innocent victims 
of road accidents, it is 
known that the majority of 
pedestrians killed are pri- 
marily responsible for their 
own deaths,” Mr. Collocott 
stated. 

He stressed that while other 
things such as vehicle defects, 
road and weather conditions 
are contributing factors to the 
total problem, it remains a 





fact that people—as pedes- 
trians, riders or drivers are 
responsible tor some 90% of 
all fatal accidents. 

The law of the road pro- 
vides for the orderly progress 
of traffic and for the protec- 
tion of all road users, but is 
painfully obvious in far too 
many cases that it is not be- 
ing observed-——unless a police- 
man is in sight. 

The privilege of using the 
road carries with it a legal 
and moral obligation to ob- 
serve its laws and if this were 
done the death and destruc- 
tion which we seem to ac- 
cept as an inevitable price of 
living in a modern age would 
largely be prevented Mr. Collo- 
cott said.
